Opinions Throughout the Country Regarding it-The 
Appearsnece and Conduct of the Prisoner— What 
He Has to Say About it—The Future of 
the Case Speculated Upon. 

Wasiineton, January 26.—The dispatches 
from the various cities report the Guiteau 
verdict promptly bulletined and received by 
the people almost without exception with 
satisfaction and relief. The incidents of the 
rendering of the verdict were anxiously 
watched. After the jury had been out about 
twenty minutes a recess was taken until half- 
past five o'clock. Many of the audience, who 
had virtually been imprisoned since half-past 
nine in the morning, availed themselves of 
the opportunity to obtain fresh airand lunch.

counsel and reporters, imparted a weird and 
fancifully unnatural aspect to the grim old 
place.

man life. First came the prisoner with a 
quick, nervous step, and as he seated himself 
in the dock, perhaps, for the last time, the 
light of the solitary candle fell full upon his 
face, and disclosed its morethan usual pallor. 
Not a tremor of the limbs or movement of the 
muscles of the face was observable, as he 
threw back hisshead and fixed his gaze upon 
the door, through which the jury were to 
enter, Judge Cox soon afterward took his 
seat. The ecrier called ‘‘order,’ and the jury 
at5:35 filed slowly into their seats. Every 
sound was hushed, save the voice of the clerk 
as he propounded to the foreman the usual 
inquiry. 

Clear and distinct came the reply, “We 
have.’ 

“What is vour verdict?) Guilty or not guil- 
ty?’ 

With equal distinctness came the reply, 
“Guilty as indicted.” 

The pent-up feelings of the crowd found 
expression in uproarous demonstrations ot 
applause and approval. 

“Order! Order!’ shouted the bailiffs. Sco- 
ville and the counsel for the prosecution 
were simulfaneoushy upon theirfeet. Scoville 
attempted to address the court, but the district 
attorney shouted, ‘*Wait till we have the ver- 
dict complete and in due form of law.’’ Or- 
der wasat length restored andthe clerk again 
addressing the jury said: 

“Your foreman says guilty as indicted. So 
say all of vou?” 

“We do,” all responded. 

Another demonstration of approval followed 
this announcement, but not so long as the 
first,

voice promptly responded, *Guilty.’’ As the 
iast mnume was called, the prisoner shricked:

“Your honor, | no not desire to forfeit any

Judge Cox, in reply, assured him that he 
should have every opportunity; that) the 
charge would be furnished him in print, and 
he would be accorded all tHe time allowed by 
law within which to file his exceptions, and 
that he would also be entitled to four days 
within which to move an arrest of Judgment. 

Guitean, who, from the moment Judge 
(ox began the delivery of his charge, had 
dropped completely his airof insolent ar- 
rogance, andsat with rigid airand compressed 
lips, called out in tones of desperation, ‘*God 
will avenge this outraze.”’ 

Now the famous trial, which has absorbed 
public interest and attention for more than 
ten weeks, was ended. The crowd quickly 
left the court room, and the prisoner, ges- 
ticulating with his manacled hands, was led 
out. Ashe passed the reporters’ tables he 
leaned over and called out to an acquain- 
tance: ‘The courtin bane will reverse this 
business.’ Hlis appearance was that of a 
man deeply moved with indignation at some 
outrage or indignity which had been put 
upon him. As he was being put in the van, 
acrowd of men and boys yelled and shouted 
themselves hoarse in mockery of — the 
prisoner's constant boast: “The American 
press and people are all with me.” The yan 
was quickly driven away, tollowed, until out 
of sight, by the jeers and yells of the crowd. 
He chatted with the driver and the guards. 
Said he was satisfied with the charge of the 
judge; that it was very fair on legal points, 
but that the jury had gone back on him and

On entering the jail he threw off hisfceoat and 
laughingly called out, “‘Well, boys, they 
broughtin a verdict against: me, but 1’il get a 
new trial and upset all this business, and 
don’t you forget it.’ He ate his supper as 
usual, and as faras could be learned slept 
soundly last night. This morning he called 
for the papers and, though somewhat thought- 
ful and disinclined to talk much, maintained 
that it would all come out right; that Arthur 
was his friend, and the American people 
would not let him suffer. At onetime he re- 

eated Lis assertion otf yesterday: “If they 
hang me this nation will go down in blood. ' 

Scoville will on Saturday file a bili in arrest 
of judgment, and fora new trial on exceptions. 
The law gives the defendant four days to file 
«4 motion and reasons fora new trial, and it is 
customary for. the court to sit some day to 
hear argument thereon. Shouid this motion 
be overruled, the defendant willappeal to the 
general term, and under the law ine defend- 


unt is entitled to a suspension of sentence un- | 
‘gil after the 


next general term, not ex- 


ceeding thirty days. The January general 
term is NOW in session, and the case cannot go 
there, but will be appealable to the April term. 
It isthe custom of the April term to run 
until September, taking a recess over July and 
August, but should it be closed by the latter 
part of May, then, if the judementis aflirmed, 
the execution might take place in July. 

fhe news that the verdict had been ren- 
dered in the Guiteau case brought the peo- 
ple outof their homes, notwithstanding the 
inclement weather, and the hotel lobbies 
were thronged. Naturally the trial was al- 
most the only topic of Conversation, and so 
fur as expressions at places of public resort 
could be heard, the verdict was universally 
approved and the jury highly commended. 
lt is evident that Mrs. Scoville was entirely 
iuistaken in her opinion that the people of 
Washington were divided into two classes, 
one believing the prisoner should be acquit- 
ted on the ground of insanity and the other 
desiring his conviction. If there are any 
who beheve Guitean insane, they are not 
openly expressing that opinion to-night. The 
general conviction is that a new trial will not 
be granted, and the indications are that even 
the counsel for the defense do not indulve 
in any such hope. 

Scoville said that the next movement in 
the (:uiteau case would be a motion fora 
new trial, which he expects to file Saturday. 
The main points on which it. wilk be bused 
are that the. jury erred in rendering a verdict 
contrary to law; and they erred in rendering 
a verdict contrary to evidence; that Judge Cox, 
in his charge, did not base it upon ail the evi- 
dence, and the jury during the trial read 
newspapers and had conversations with out- 
Should the motion be denied, 
an appeal will be taken to the court én banc 
in April. 

Referring to the verdict, Scoville said that, 
after hearing Judge Cox's charge, he was not 
surprised that the jury rendered a verdict: of 
yuiily.

The Nesignation of the Freneh Cabinet—Troops for

Panis, January 26.—The chamber of depu-. 
ties hy a vote of 305 to J17 has rejected. the 
government bill for a revision of the consti- 
tution, including the provision fora scrutin 
de liste. 

The chamber of aT jplities tw day debated the 
bill for the revision of the constitution. M. 
Barodet offered an amendment in favor of 
a revision of the constitution in its entirety 
The amendment was reyected; 298 to 173. 

Gambetta then ascended the tribune. fe 
declared that the conclusions of the commit- 
tee on the revision bill were as danger- 
ous as was”) Barodet’s amendment. ‘The 
country, he said, desired Jimited revision, 
but certainly was not prepared to expose its 
present restful tranquillity to the haz- 
ards of an unlimited amendment 
of the constitutional congress, it being 
expression of a previous agreement between 
the chambers that it would act illegally if it 
departed from the conditions of that prelim- 
inary agreement.

To-avert this danger some 
of the most eminent democratic statesmen in 
the south banded themselves together in the 
hope of discovering 2 coalition with certain 
northern elements which would elevate party 
character in the south, and prevent discon- 
tented demverats from forming an alliance 
with the republican party there, as now or- 
ganized.

‘The letter recited the further fact that the 
better element of the democratic party of the 
south was ripe fora revolt against the national 
organization, and a coalition with the higher 
elements ef republicanism upon new and 
broader questions than had heretofore char- 
acterized political discussions and party man- 
agement. It stated that a permanent and be- 
neficent division of the south must be upon 
the plain of a complete obliteration of war 
issues, anda distinct and emphatic avowal, 
both by act and expression, on the 
part of the nothern end of the new force.

“Recognizing the necessities of the count 
it distinctly declared against the avowed pol- 
icy of the democratic party for a ‘tariif for 
revenue only,’ and reassert and re-enunciated 
the tariff principles of Henry Clay, which 
have done so much to build up the industries 
of the state of Pennsylvania and other great 
commonwealths of this union.” 

“The principles of the republican party 
upon the financial question, as well as upon 
the tarift, were practically accepted ana re- 
asserted, and the whole paper was upona 
broad and advanced plane.

Speer, J.—1. Thecity of Savannah is bound 
to Keep such banks or embankments along 
canals controlled and used by it as a part of 
its drainage systeuras will securely keep the 
waters of stich canais within their channels: 
and also to keep them open and in such order 
as to protect the proprietors of adjacent lands, 
and tu do this in such manner as to provide 
against the changes of weather which are 
usual and ordinary at different seasons in that 
latitude. 

2. If overtlows and consequent damage re- 
sulted from allowing grass, weeds, or other 
obstructions, to remain in the channel of the 
canal, the city would be liable. 

(a.) Nor could the city put obstructions in 
the canal for the purpose of repairing it in 
such way as toinjure the proprietors of ad- 
jacent lands, 

3. Extraordinary rain-falls against which 
the city by the use of care and caution could 
not provide, if unmixed with negligence on 
the part of the city. will not create any liabil- 


ity tor damages from overflows caused there- 


by. But if the proximate or immediate cause 
oft the overflow was negligence of the city in 
allowing the canal to become obstructed, the 
existence of extraordinary rainfalls will not 
relieve it from liability for damages. 

4. An exception that the charge of the 
courtasawhole hasa tendency to mislead 
the jury and give them wrong impressions as 
to thé facts proved, and presents wrong issues, 
is tvo general to be considered by this court.

Rock Lepeus, Fla., January 1°¢.—[Special Corre-

goes no further south than Sanford has no idea of 
what Floridais.

Our party has just gone on board this boat 
and boughtarm‘nuls of eclicious ripe bananas at 5 
cents a dozen, They ripened on the tour, and are 
of exquisite flavor. The turtles are huge fellows 
nodare packed in the hold of the vessel. They are 
sold atoig cents a pound, and then shipped to 
Jacksonville and New York. A queer class of peo- 
ple that congregate here are the “‘curios’’ hunters. 
rhey spend their time in the swampsand among 
the keys, hunting rare birds and shells and snakes, 
that are stuffed, cleansed and prepared, and sent to 
the northern markets.

A motion by Mr. Anthony for an adjourn- 
ment from to-day until Monday was negatived 
upon the call of veas and nays, demanded by 
Mr. Ingalls, by au vote of 24 to 37. 4 

The house then, at 4:45 took a recess until 
7:00, the evening session to be for debate only. 

Mr. Miller, of California, from the commit- 
tee on foreign relations reported, with amend- 
ment, a bill to entoree treaty stipulations re- 
lating to the Chinese. He gave notice that 
he would ask to bave the bill taken up on 
Wednesday. The bill ilS reported trom the 
comunittee, provides that from and after the 
expiration of sixty days next, after 
ihe date of its enactment and until the ex- 
piration of 20 years from same date, the com- 
ing of Chinese laborers to the United States 
shall be suspended, and that during such sus- 
pension it shall not be lawful for any Chinese 
laborer to come, or having so come after the 
expiration of sixty days, to remain within the 
United States. The second section provides 
that any master of any vessel who shall bring 
Within the jurisdiction of the United States, 
any Chinese laborer from any foreign port, 
shall be liable to a fine of. tive hundred dol- 
lars for each Chinese laborer so brought, and 
may also be imprisoned for a term not ex- 
ceeding one year. It is provided, 
however, that the two foregoing sections shal] 
notappiy to any Chinese laborers who were 
in the United States on the 17th of Noveim- 
ber, 18580 (the date of the last treaty with 
China), or who shall have come hither within 
the 60 days above mentioned, and who shall 
produce to the collector of the port where the 
vessel arrives certain prescribed evidence of his 
beingentitledto theexeimption. The bill also 
provides that all Chinese subjects who are 
entitied under the treaty to come into and 
reside in the United States (such as mer- 
chants, teachers, students and travelers and 
their servants), shall be required 
to exhibit at the port ot entry passports from 
the Chinese government 7fully identifying 
them and showing that they belong to one of 
the exempted classes, Which pPussports must 
be also approved by our diplomatic represent- 
atives 1n China or the Unired States consul at 
the port of departure. The remainder of the 
bill elaborately prescribes the requisite ma- 
chinery of registration, ete., for carrying its 
provisions into effect, 

Bills were Introduced by Mr. Ransom tor

After the morning business the senate at 
1:20 fesumed consideration of the Sherman 
three per cent bond bill, and Mr. Sherman 
proceeded to close the debate on the bill. In- 
cidentally discussing revenue and taxation, 
he favored an early reduction of the taxes, 
believing congress would violate a public 
duty if it did not at this session secure such a 
reduction. The question was as to what in- 
ternal taxes ought to be repealed. Mr.

He woutd 
include the tax on matches and = stamp tax, 
making a total reduction of $15,000,000, He 
would then revise the tariff. In this connec- 
tion he urged the necessity of an early rear- 
rangement of the duties on sugar, iron and 
steel. 

When Mr. Sherman concluded, the chair 
submitted a number cf executive communi- 
cations, transmitting reports and documents 
from department officers, among them one 
from the secretary of state in response to a 
senate resolution of the 13th ultimo, calling 
for the correspondence touching affairs in and 
between Peru and Chili. The communica- 
tions were referred to the last named joint 
committee, 

A vote being taken on the pending motion 
to lay the funding bill on the table, it was 
lost—yeas 23, nays 45. 

The senate proceeded to dispose of the 
amendments to the bill, and first took up 
that proposed by Mr. Davis, of West Virginia, 
to retain government option on the proposed 
three per cent bonds, to require their re- 
demption in advance of calling in the three 
per cents, and to arrange the order of their 
payment, so that the last of the new bonds 
issued shall be the first to be redeemed. 

A long discussion ensued, upon a suggested 
modification of the phraseology of the amend- 
ment, witha view to simplifying it. With- 
out action on the amendment, the senate, at 
four o'clock, went into executive session, and 
at 4:20 adjourned, 

THE HOUSE,

OF PAT CARROZEL. 


Marietta Street Excited by the Rumor of Pat Car 
roll’s Suicide—The Causes of His Troubie— 
Where H- Procured the Deadly Drug 
that Had the Fatal Result. 


No little excitement was created on Mari- 
etta strect, near Broad, about ten o'clock last 
night by the announcement of the suicide of 
Pat Carroll, a Atlunta saloon 
keeper, and in a few seconds after the rumor

gained circulation, the Globe saloon, where 
the sad death eccurred., had been visited by 
whom the name and face

scores of peop'e 
of Carroll were familiar. 

On a bed in a room inthe rearof the saloon 
a CONSTITUTION representative found the body 
stretched at full length. The arms were 
crossed upon the breast and a stout string 
kept 


bandage held the jaws closely together. 


feet side by side, while a strong 
The 


dead man’s eyes had been closed for the last 


the 


time, and the face, aside froma slight unnat- 
ural color, caused all toremark how like him- 
self Carroll looked. 

An inquiry showed that Mr. Carroll had 
dicd from the effects of an overdose of strych- 
nine, and that his death was the resuit of 
troubles of an unknown character. 

For some time past Mr. Carroll had been so 
tortured and harrassed by troubles that he 
rave him self up to liquor, and forthe past two 
or three weeks had been onacontinual spree. 
Several days ago some of his friends conceived 
the idea of taking him to the hospital on Col- 
lins street, hoping that the influence of the 
Sisters would induce him to up 
but in this they were disappointed, and, al- 
though he did not object to gratifying his 
friends by making his home at the hospital, 
he clung to his drink until his mind was so 
dethroned that he deliberately swallowed 
enough strychnine to cause death in a short 
while.é 

Yesterday about noon he went to his saloon 
and after remaining a short while returned 
to the hospital, accompanied hy a colored 
boy who was employed atthe suloon. Late 
in the evening, however, he came down 
town again, and going to Schumann’s drug 
store on Whitehall street, asked for four 
grains of strychnine. To the clerk to whom 
he addressed his remarks, Mr. Carroll 
said that he wanted to use 
the poison for killing rats. The clerk, 
a Mr. McCrea, protested against the use of 
strychnine, but Mr. Carroll insisted and 
tinally the drug was weighed, labelled and 
viver him. Hethen, in accordance with the 
clerk's request, wrote his name and place of 
business ona piece of paper and pocketing 
the poison left. In ashort time after this he 
entered his saloon, No. 30 Marietta street, and 
after speaking to his clerk, and the colored 
boy, walked behind the counter. After stand- 
ing there for a few he took a small 
package from his pocket, and in the presence 
of the boy broke it open’ and emptied the 
contents into his hand. He then put his 
hand to his mouth and swallowed what the 
boy thought Wiis a Seidlitz 
powder, but what afterwards 
proven to be the strychnine he had purchased 
at Schumann's, 

Soon after swallowing the strychnine Mr. 
Carroll asked the boy to take him to asmall 
room in the rear of the saloon. The bey 
obeyed, and while escorting Mr. C‘arroll to 
the . 6 from which never wurose 
heard Mr. Carroll say: ‘‘Henry, when I am 
dead = don't let any one’ trouble my 
body.”’ 
much addled by liquor that he paid no atten- 
tion to the remark, and would in ail proha- 
bility have forgotten it but for subsequent 
events. After laying Mr. Carroll on the bed 
the boy returned to the saloon, and in a few 
seconds left for the opera house. 

The saloon was in charge of Mr. Dowling, 
whose attention was drawn to the room in 
which Mr. Carroll was by a noise. Entering 
the room, he saw Mr. Carroll on the bed, turn- 
ing as though in great pain. An examina- 
tion convinced him that Mr. Carroll was sick, 
and Dr. Todd was hurriedly called in. As 
soon as the doctor saw the man he knew that 
he had a very sick patient, but did not dream 
that he was dying from a large dose of deadly 
potson. 

Soon after the doctor entered the room Mr. 
Carroll was seized with a convulsion which 
lasted several minutes, and which caused the 
doctor to realize that he had a worse case than 
he at first supposed. Mr. Dowling did not 
dream of poison, and the doctor did 
not detect it his time was eon- 
sumed in efforts to reduce the = con- 
vulsions, which came fast and hard. Finally 
the colored boy was sent for, as his aid was 
needed, Soon atier he reached Mr. Carroll's 
bedside, he repeated Mr. Carroll's remark to 
idm sttod of the white powder he had 
taken im mchiately after entering the saloon, 
This aroused Dr. Todd's suspicion, and tupn- 
ing to Mier. Carrell le asked him if he had 
taken poison. Air. Carroll was unable to 
speak, but nodded his head aftirmativels 
then bme the cuuse of his con- 
vulsions was |

THE CINCINNATI AND GEORGIA 
RAILROAD QUESTION. 


The Recent Ordinance Passed by the City Couneil— 
Mayor English Makes Reply to Several Points 
in the Interview with Major McCracken— 
What the Ordinance Means. 


Mayor's Orrice, Atlanta, Ga., January 26, 
1882.—To the*Public: An interview, pub- 
lished in the Constitvtion of this morning, 
with Major McCracken, chief engineer of the 
Cincinnati and Georgia railroad, known as 
the Cole road, and an editorial in the same 
issue, are entitled to some notice from me, as 
mayor of the city. 

The matter discussed 
editorial referred to, is the passage by the 
city council, at a meeting on last 
Tuesday night, of an ordinance to 
prevent any railroad from _ invading 
any street in this city without permission 
from the city authorities. Major McCracken 
seems to consider this a fight upon his road, 
and while it is, perhaps, true that the work 
proposed to be done by the road was the 
cause of the passage of the ordinance, | deny 
that there is any hostility on the part of ei- 
ther myself or the city council towards either 
I desire, and I believe 


in the interview and 


the major or his road. 
every member of the general council desires, 
to aid in every reasonable way the progress of 
that work, and I would not, nor would the 
city council, throw any unnecessary obstacle 
of any kind in the way of the construction of 
that road. 

Major McCracken, as Ll understand, claims 
the right to crossjany street in Atlantaat such 
grade as he may desire, provided he places 
the street on either side in as yood condition 
as they were before. I deny his right. to go 
along or to cross any streetin Atlanta with- 
out the permission of the city council. If 
the position taken by Major McCracken is 
correct, the city government and our citizens 
are at the merey of the railroad authorities, 
and any railroad now or hereafter passing 
through the city fill 
or dig down as low on the public streets as; t 
may desire without even consultation with 
the city authorities, thereby changing the 
grade of the streets at their pleasure. 

The subject of this railroad cressing the 
streets of re city was referred by the council 
at its last regular meeting to the street com- 
mittee, the city engineer and myself. On last 
Tuesday 1 went in company with Mr. Knapp, 
the chairman of that committee, and the city 
engineer to look at the proposed work, After an 
examination of the streets about which much | 
complaint had been.mate to me, Ll went, in 
company witb the samt ventiemen to Mafor } 
MceCracken’'s office to see fim upon the sub- 
ject. He met mein what 1 considered an of- 
tensive manner, and declined in substance to 
recognize that the city had any authority {n 
the premises. IT called on Major McCracken 
in the most amicable mood, amd with an 
earnest desire toprevent any difficulty on the 
subject, but instead of the major meeting me. 
in the same spirit, he declined really to 
recognize that Lt had = any authority 
in the matter. A meeting of the city 
council had been called for the same nicht to 
consider the proposed sale of the fair grounds, 
and after that subject was disposed of I 
brought this matter of the railroad before the 
city council. I stated the question fairly to 
the council as | understood it, and as I think 
every member of the council will agree, and 
a motion was made thatthe ordinance commit- 
tee be directed to prepare an ordinance on the 
subject. That motion prevailed unanimous- 
ly, I believe, and the committee retired and 
prepared and reported the ordinance which 
was published in yesterday's Constirution,. It 
was adopted, I think, unanimously, without 
any discussion whatever. The ordinance is a 
mere assertion by the council of jurisdiction 
over the streets of the city. 

I amonly acting in this matter as the 
representative of the city government, and 
through them of the people. If the public 
desire that the managers of this road, and of 
roads that may come into the city in the 
future, shall build their tracks along 
and across streets in this city as they may de- 
sire, I surely, as an individual, have no more 
right to object than any other citizen, and if 
I and the council believed this to be the pub- 
lic wish, we would certainly consider it our 
duty to step aside and make no interference 
with this company or any other company. 

lam advised that unless a railroad company 
has express authority in its charter it cannot 
cross any street in this city in such manner 
as to interfere with an exist- 
ing grade without the permission 
of the mayor and general council, and I am 
informed that there is no such express pro- 
vision in the charter of the Cole road. The 
charter of the city gives to the mayor and 
general council full power and authority to 
establish the grades of streets, and when grades 
have been so established, | do not believe they 
‘an be changed by a railroad company for the 
purpose of laying a track across or along 
them, certainly not, unless they had 
express authority to do so, given them 
by the legislature, I, in COMMON 
with our citizens, did everythingin my power 
to aid the Cole company in procuring its 
charter. Il have done everything I could to 
aidthem in building their road. The great 
advantage it will be to Atlanta is indisputable, 
and I would not, if I could, hinder its” prog- 
ress in any manner whatever. But the evil 
existing in our city from railroads crossing 
the public streets, is, I think, sufficient, and | 
do not desire that that evil should be increas- 
ed while I am at the head of the city govern- 
ment. No citizen stops at the Whitehall 
street crossing to await the passage and switch- 
ing of trains, who does not wish that the au- 
thorities, in the early days of Atlanta, had 
been prudent enough to require the railroad 
track at that point to be low enough to be 
bridged, and the failure to take proper steps 
in that direction when the road was built, or 
soon after and before the city was built up 
around, caused the great danger to humaw 
life which we _ daily witness at this 
point; and if Atlanta is to be the 
great railroad center we hope for, and the city 
authorities yield their jurisdiction over the 
streets to railroad companies that may enter 
the city, the danger to life and preperty at 
such crossings will be incalculable. 

In my address to the council in the begin- 
ning of this year, I said: 

I call especial attention to the great danger to hu- 
nian life and limb at our several railroad crossings, 
aud especially Whitehall street. At the last session 
of the lestehanen a charter was obtained fora belt 
railroad, which, ! presume, will speedily be built. 
This should obviate the difficulty to a very great 
extent, as it is understood it will stop the switch- 
ing aud the passing of freight trains almost entirely 
through the city. But whether this beit road be 
built or not, the danger meutioned has become too 
great to be tolerated longer. While I desire, and 
you will desire, to place no unnecessary restrictions 
upon railroads, the safety and convenience to our 
people and visitors are of more importance than 
ady other consideration. I have not given this 
subjecti:he attention during the past year that I 
had intended, having waited to see what would be 
done about the belt railroad, but I shall call your 
special attention to the matter ata very early day, 
and urge some positive and definite action. — ; 

To show my consistency on this subject, I 
State to you that | shall bring before the coun- 
cil at its next meeting the question of taking 
positive action to remedy the evils and dan- 
gers alluded to in the above extract from my 
address. I believe it is more important that 
the streets along which the public of all 
classes and conditions must pass on foot and 
in vehicles, should be kept free and unob- 
structed, than that railroad companies should 
have special privileges. At the

Or, in other words, they are 
simply doing what the legislature of the 
state had given them power to d» without 
consulting the council, but at the same time 
having the interests of the city and citizens | 
in view. Ithink on mature reflection, and | 
after conversation with some members of the 
council, that they will be willing to repeal ti e 
ordinance. Understanding ag wellas | do the 
immense benefit thisfoad wiJ be to Atlanta, 
and having information from most reliable 
sources that if encouraged by the city the 
company will create very large railroad shops 
here, the cost of which will be $400,000, it 
will be exceedingly im politic for the city coun- 
cil to in any way antagonize the future.”’ 
Councilman Reynolds said: ‘Il am in favor 
of arailroad keeping within the bounds of 
the grades that are necessary for the city. 
This road should be encouraged in every par- 
ticular. J think that our action was entirely

The frst man approached was Mr. Zach 
Adlamson, one of the new councilmen. He 
sald: 

I voted for the ordinance because I 
thought it was a proper law to enact. I don't 
think we ought to allow any railroad to run 
roughshod over the city.. There is nothing 
in the ordinance that any corporation could 
object to. Itisasl said a proper law, and | 
shall not vote to repeal it.” 

Councilman Beatie said in answer to some 
querries: “‘T have been tog busy to consider 
tne matter fully this morning, and | have no 
opinion that would be of value to any one. 
i don’t sce that there is any necessity for any 
vrave difficulty between the railroad officials 
and the city authorities. The matter of de- 
termining the yvrades should be mutually 
agreed upon. Atter considering the question 
fully | may decide to vote tor a repeal of the 
ordinance, lam perfectly willing to adjust 
the matter if it can be done but as repre- 
sentatives of the people L think we are enti- 
tled to be treated with more respect than 
Major McCracken showed for us. | can hardly 
suy what L will do.” 

Councilman Payne said—‘‘This matter is 
not understood by the people I think. If the 
people could understand the matter as it is, | 
am satistied that they would say that the 
council was right in passing this ordinance. 
It seems to be nothing but a little misunder- 
standing between the railroad company and 
the city authorities. As I understand it 
Major McCracken treated the council with 
convempt. He said tothe mayor that he ought 
to go back to his office and remain there, 
where he belonged. That he was going 
through the town and thattoo without having 
him to interfere with his business; that he 
did not propose to be dictated to by the coun- 
cil. Inview of all these facts | think the 
council had a perfect right to pass the ordi 
nance. I do not think it isa harsh law. Any. 
sensible man will see that it (loes not require 
any more than the citizens of Atianta require 
of the city council. At any rate [ am opposed 
tu repealing it.”’ 

Councilman Jack Johnson when questioned 
said: 

“famarailroad man by profession, and I 
could certainly net intentionally damage a 
line. I feel triendly towards this road. | 
have looked into the matter, and I think we 
have been a little too hasty in passing 
ordinance. I think, however, that bothsides 
are to be blamed in a measure. Fron: what I 
have heard it appears that Major McCracken 
expresses himself as being ready to do what 
is right, and he doubtless is, and I am sure 
that we can adjust matters satisfactorily.’ 

Councilinan Knapp, chairman of the street 
committee, said: “Ll don’t think there was 
any occasion for either the introduct on or 
passage of-such an ordinance. IJIn_ the first 
case, the requiring of a railroad company to 
make application and at the same time to say 
to the city council where the streets, alleys 
and squares that they would cross lay, would 
be but giving to the city council information 
as to the location of their line, which they 

vould not want to do for various reasons. 
Parties learning where the right of way 
would be would naturally step in and buy up 
the land and take advantage of the necessities 
of the road. Astothe matter now in dis- 
pute, L went with the mayor and the city 
engineer Out upon the works, and as far as | 
could judge I saw nothing at all with which 
we could = find — fault. In fact, we 
found that Major McCracken was 
willing to do anything that the 
city would ask of him that was within the 
bounds of reason, butat the same time would 
not concede the right of the city to control 
him in his work, nor did he consider that 
there was any occasion for asking their con- 
sent. We even found him willing to put 
down much better crossings than any of the 
other roads have put down. I scarcely think 
that the city ougit to ask a railroad company 
to place the streets over which they CTOSS 1D a 
better condition than they were in before 
the railrvuad started its work. But in 
Major McCrackens case he has offered to 
put them in really a better condition than 
they were in before, and without expense to 
the city. When calling his attention to the 
grade by which they would cross Mitchel] 
street, 1t Was intimated to him that he should 
cross on a level with the track of the Centra] 
railroad, and that the dirt intervening be- 
tween the two tracks should be removed by 
him and used in filling a hollow on thestreet 
beyond where Elliott crosses Mitchell. He 
very willingly agreed to do the work which 
legally the city could not insist on his doing. 
And in reference to Fair street and other 
streets he Was requested to have heavy plan ks 
put down on the road = approaching 
the Macon and Brunswick rail-

Councilman Howell saig: "Tie Ynatter 
came up ata very late hour in the session, 
and I had no time to post myself on it, and | 
thought at the time that it ought to have been 
looked into. I voted for the ordinance upon 
the strength of a statement made by the 
mayor and members of the council. As soonas 
I informed myself more fully onthe subject, I 
am satisfied that we made a mistake in pass- 
ing that ordinance as no obstacle should be 
putin the way of any enterprise coming Into 
the city.” 

Tuk Constitution also got opinions from 
the members of the aldermanic board. Mr. 
Beermann said: “Mayor English and certain 
members of the council called on Major Mc- 
Cracken, Who told them that he wouid have 
nothing to do with them and the council had 
nothing to do but to pass the ordinance. ! 
think the law isa good one and I shall not 
vote for its repeal.”’ 

Alderman Lowry said: ‘‘I am forthe rail- 
roads, but [think the ordinance is a good 
one for Atlanta. I think that corporations 
should be taught to show some respect for 
our city. We have attained a size now that 
demands as much. Iam opposed to repeal- 
ing the law. As far as the location of the shops 
and offices is concerned, that will be a matter 
of business; and Will not be governed by any 
ordinances Atlanta can pass,”’ 

Alderman Healey said: ‘‘l favored the ordi- 
nance and I am opposed to its repeal, because 
I think that all the differences can be settled 
without resorting to that.”’

' The subject of this railroad cressing the 
streets of the city was referred by the council 
at its last regular meeting to the street com- 
mittee, the city engineer and myself. On last 
Tuesday | went in company with Mr. Knapp, 
the chairman of that committee; and the city 
engineer to look at the proposed work. Afteran 
examination of the streets about which much 
cgymplaint had been mate to me, L went, in 
company with the samt gentiemen to Mafor 
MeCracken’'s office to sec him upen the sub- 
ject. He met mein what 1 considered an of- 
tensive manner, and declined ith substance to 
recognize that the city had any authority in 
the premises. IT called on Major McCracken 
in the most amicable mood, amd with an 
earnest desire toprevent-any difiiculty on the 
subject, but instead of the major mecting me 
in the same spirit, he declined really to 
recognize that Ll had any authority 
in the matter. A meetrng of the city 
council haddeen called for the same nicht to 
consider the proposed sule of the fair errounds. 
and after that subject was disposed of I 
city council, I stated the question fairly to 
the council as 1 understood it, and as I think 
every member of the council will agree, and 
a motion was made thatthe ordinance cominit- 
tee be directed to prepare an ordinance on the 
subject. That motion prevailed unanimous- 
ly, I believe, and the committee retired and 
prepared and reported the ordinance which 
was published in yesterday's CONSTITUTION, It 
was adopted, 1 think, unanimously, without 
any discussion whatever. The ordinance is a 
mere assertion by the council of jurisdiction 
over the streets of the city. 

I amonly acting in this matter as the 
representative of the eity government, and 
through them of the people. If the public 
desire that the managers of this road, and of 
roads that may come into the city in the 
future, shall build their tracks along 
and across streets in this city as they may de- 
sire, I surely, as an individual, have no more 
right to object than any other citizen, and if 
I and the council believed this to be the pub- 
lic wish, we would certainly consider it our 
duty to step aside and make no interference 
with this company or any other company. 

lam adviond that unless a railroad company 
has express authority in its charter it cannot 
cross any street in this city in such manner 
as to interfere with an exist- 
ing grade without the permission 
of the mayor and general council, and I am 
informed that there is no such express pro- 
vision in the charter of the Cole road. The 
charter of the city gives to the mayor and 
general council full power and authority to 
establish the grades of streets, and when grades 
have been so established, | do not believe they 
can be changed by a railroad company for the 
purpose of laying a track across or along 
them, certainly not, unless they had 
express authority to do so, given them 
by the legislature. I. in common 
with our citizens, did everythingin my power 
to aid the Cole company in procuring its 
charter. I have done everything I could to 
aidthem in building their road. The great 
advantage it will be to Atlanta is indisputable, 
and I would not, if I could, hinder its” prog- 
ress In any manner whatever. Bunt the evil 
existing In our city from 
the public streets, is, 1 think, sufficient, and J 
do not desire that that evil should be increas- 
ed while Lam at the head of the city govern- 
ment. No citizen stops at the Whitehall] 
street crossing to await the passage and switch- 
ing of trains, who does not wish that the au- 
thorities, in the early days of Atlanta, had 
been prudent enough to require the railroad 
track at that point to be low enough to be 
bridged, and the failure to take proper steps 
in that direction when the road was built, or 
soon after and before the city was built up 
around, caused the great danger to human 
life which we _ daily witness at this 
point; and if Atlanta is to be the 
great railroad center we hope for, and the city 
authorities yield their jurisdiction over “the 
streets to railroad companies that may enter 
the city, the danger to life and property at 
such crossings will be incalculable. 

In my address to the council in the begin- 
ning of this year, I said: 

[ call especial attention to the great danger to hu- 
nian life and limb at our several railroad crossings, 
aud especially Whitehall street. At the last session 
of the lentslatare a charter was obtained fora belt 
railroad, which, ! presume, will speedily be built. 
This should obviate the difliculty to a very great 
extent, as it isunderstood it will stop the switch- 
ing aud the passing of freight trains almost entirely 
through the city. But whether this beit road be 
built or not, the danger meutioned has become too 
great tobe tolerated longer. While I desire, and 
you will desire, to place no umuecessary restrictions 
upon railroads, the safety and convenience to our 
people and visitors are of more importance than 
ady other consideration. I have not given this 
subject: he atteution during the past year that I 
had intended, having waited to see what would be 
done about the belt railroad, but I shall call your 
special attention to the matter ata very early day, 
and urge some positive and definite action. :

Parties learning where the right of way 
would be would naturally step in and buy up 
the land and tuke advantage of the necessities 
of the road. Astothe matter now in. dis- 
pute, L went with the mayor and the city 
engineer out upon the works, and as far as | 
could judge I saw nothing at all with which 
we could find — fault. In fact, we 
found that Major McCracken was 
willing to do anything that the 
city would ask of him that was within the 
bouads of reason, butat the sume time would 
not concede the right of the city to control 
himjin his work, nor did he consider that 
there was any occasion for asking their con- 
sent. We even found chim willing to put 
down much better crossings than anv of the 
other roads have put down. I scarcely think 
that the city ougit to ask a railroad company 
to place the streets over which they cross ina 
better condition than they were in before 
the railroad started its work. But in 
Major McCracken s case he has offered to 
put them in really a better condition than 
they were in before, and without expense to 
the city. When calling his attention to the 
grade by which they would cross Mitchel] 
street, it Was intimated to him that he should 
cross On a level with the track of the Central 
railroad, and that the dirt intervening be- 
tween the two tracks should be removed by 
him and used in filling a hollow on thestreet 
beyond where Elliott crosses Mitchell. He
